There's a new movement on 
campus to get extended library 

hours. 

November 11 in Senate a 
committee was formed with 
repersentatives from all 
classes Maggie Nagy. Matty 
Hodges. Mia Quigley, Mallory 
McKay. Marcie Hall. Megann 
Thomas, Kimberley Daly, 
Angela Whooton, Ginny 
Smythe and Jo Kllyn Kowry 
make up the group headed by 
Mary Wadland. They will 
work towards getting our 
library open longer. 

“To lead the ideal Hollins 
life we are supposed to be 
involved in sports, student 
government, extracurricular 
things like the newspaper and 
yearbook, and to study,” says 
Wadland. She pointed out that 
girls are in class all day with 
practice and meetings after 
school that keep them busy 
until 9 or 10 o’clock at night. 
It’s ineffective to go to the 
library to study, she says, 
because students can’t get any 
momentum going when they 
know they'll have to leave in 
45 minutes. 

Wadland realizes 24 hours is 
tough to attain, but the 
committee will push for more 
than they know they can get. 
The committee wants to reach- 
a compromise with faculty 
that will satisfy both students 
and teachers. 

“One vein of faculty 
members,” Wadland said, 
“push time management.” 
They look at the issue with 
faculty- colored glasses, she

possible Kirkwood said that 
this may not lie the best time 
for this experiment because 
the library, with strained 
resources, is still trying to get 
itself hack together after the 
damage last fall. He did say. 
however, the library will 
consider any proposal brought 
to them. 

Wadland says right now the 
push is for a 2 to 2 week 
experiment of late hours 
during exams. Sweet Briar, for 
example is open until 2 a.m. 7 
nights a week prior to and 
during exams. 

Botetourt is not a good 
enough excuse, says Wadland. 
to deny us the library. There 
are no resurces, and it's too 
small with room for only 24 
people and too crowded during 
exams. Conversation can be 
heard from both the Host 
Office and West and Main 
dorms.

On Friday Nov. 14, 1986 
President Brownlee and Dean 
Puzon returned from a ten day 
visit to the Hollins Abroad 
London and Hollins Abroad 
Paris programs.

They spent six days in Paris 
and four days in London. 

This was Brownlee’s third 
visit to HAL and HAP, “I had 
certain expectations.” This 
was Puzon’s first examination 
of the programs, “Because I 
administer the programs it 
seemed very important to see 
the setting and meet the 
faculty. I was overwhelmingly 
pleased.” 

Brownlee said of her initial 
reaction in November, “it is a 
very good program. A 
wonderful opportunity for our 
students.” This visit rein¬ 
forced in Brownlee’s mind that 
the programs are in good 
hands. HAL is directed by 
Sara l>evine. Judith Sprowson 
is the new housing director. 
HAP is directed by Henning 
Nouneberg and his assistant 
Annick Scouten Nouneberg 
visited Hollins earlier this 
month, Levine will he coming 
to Hollins in the Spring 

Both Brownlee tad Puzon 
would like to see tin* students 
take full advantage of the 
abroad experience “tawidon, 
Kugland und Paris, France 
it text hooks for our 


students to study from,” said 
Puzon, “they have access to be 
inside' the city, they’ll never 
have that chance again.” 

Brownlee said, “some 
students aren’t utilizing 
cultural academic aspects. It is 
a dissapointment to the 
college as well as their parents 
if they waste the opportunity. 
These expectations are true on 
campus too.” Brownlee feels 
the HAP’ers should learn and 
use the language at every 
opportunity. Puzon said the 
abroad experience is a new 
way of learning- different from 
what one can do on the Hollins 
campus. 

They discussed changes. 
Puzon said, “I’d like to look 
more closely at our orientation 
here. Do we need a different 
slant? Students change.” 
Brownlee said students might 
be better prepared for the 
opportunities. Taey are, also, 
looking for more space in 
l^ondon for the students to 
study, attend classes, and 
more office space for the 
directors.
